Ladies Auxiliary to the Canadian

The highlight of the correspond¬ 
ence was a letter from Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Darch of South Wales, 
England, to whom the Auxiliary 
had sent a parcel of food. 'Jhe fol¬ 
lowing are excerpts from this 
letter showing their appreciation. 
“May I on behalf of my wife and 
myself say God Bless you All for 
the lovely parcel of most needy 
things which we received safely 
today. I hardly know how to ex-, 
press our gratitude for the joy that 
has filled our hearts. Now we 
can enjoy things which were in¬ 
cluded in your parcel which we had. 
not been able to obtain for many a 
long day. It does our hearts sgood 
to see them and I can assure you 
dear ladies that we will enjoy our 
extra cup of tea and an extra slice 
of bread and butter for which we 
have longed. Our meagre rations 
don’t go very far and often we 
have to go short of things neces¬ 
sary to keep body and soul to¬ 
gether. But we have to look on 
the brighter side of life and trust 
that the day is not far off when 
more food will be available : . . 
This last terrible war has given 
untold suffering to thousands of 
homes as it has to my own. My 
wife suffers badly from wrecked 
nerves a^ an aftermath of the 
awful bombings which has left her 
practically helpless. I still suffer 
as a result of the first World War. 
... God’s blessing on you all with 
our deepest gratitude.” 

A committee was named to send 
another pareel to this family and 
$25.00 was voted to the Col. Bel¬ 
cher Hospital for comforts for the 
veterans confined therein.

TownWWill Try For Earlier 
Delivery of Sewer Tile 


Mayor Allan and all councillors 
were present at the regular meet¬ 
ing of the ’town council, held on 
Monday, August 11. 

It was decided to accept the re¬ 
vised contract with Davis and 
Ripley, engaging this firm as 
engineers for the water and sewer 
system. 

A delegation will be sent to the 
sewer tile manufacturers at Medi¬ 
cine Hat and all ^ efforts will be 
made to secure earlier delivery of 
tile for the proposed sewer sys¬ 
tem. 

There was considerable discus¬ 
sion on the issuing of the deben¬ 
tures for the water and sewer sys¬ 
tems and it was decided to seek 
expert advice on the best time to 
issue the debentures. 

Application by the Institute for 
the Blind to hold a tag day was 
turned down, but they were given 
permission to canvass the town as 
in previous years. 

Quotations on a cement mixer 
have been obtained, but owing to 
the impossibility of obtaining 
cement for sidewalk construction 
this year, the matter of purchas¬ 
ing t(he mixer was left in abey¬ 
ance. 

Arrangements were completed 
for a complete assessessment of 
town property to be made this fall 
for next year’s tax purposes.

‘Racket’ Warning 


In case the netvest of rackets ap¬ 
pears in Penticton, Cpl. W. C. 
Murray of B.C. Police is issuing a 
warning to all local merchants re¬ 
garding it. 

In th's later and exceedingly 
•clever “gyp.” two men visit a 
place of business, informing the 
[ ropr etor they are “currency Tn- 
spectors,” ami are on the look-out 
for bogus currency. 

They ask to see the cash in his 
till or safe, and usually succeed in 
finding one bill that is alleged to 
be sjfbrious. They- give the store- 
owner a slip, telling him he can 
obta : n a replacement for the bill 
at a certain Iramk. 

The supposedly-spurious bill, 
usually of large denomination, 
they take with them. Later the 
merchant finds, the document they 
have given him utterly valueless. 

This racket has appeared at the 
coast, and a warning has been 
broadcast by provincial officers 
throughout R.C., to prevent any 
spread of it.—Penticton Herald.

Eastern Rocky 
Conservation 


Any development in respect to 
conservation on the eastern slope 
of the Rockies is of interest to this 
area. Maj.-General Howard of Ot¬ 
tawa has been appointed chairman 
,of the Eastern RockyMountain Con 
servation Board, and there will be 
two others serv ng with him. Op¬ 
eration is under dominipn-provin- 
cial authority. 

Under the agreement which ex¬ 
tends over a period of 25 years the 
Dominion and Alberta will an- 
rually spend a sum not in excess 
of $300,000, of # which the Domin¬ 
ion's share will be up to $175,000. 
Ir. addition the federal gov em¬ 
inent agreed to spend a sum of 
$6,300,000 over a period of six 
years for capital improvements in 
the matter of roads, - eommunira- 
t ons, and the like, all designed to 
provide maximum protection and 
conservation of the forest resour¬ 
ces of this arek. 

General Kennedy is a Civil en¬ 
gineer. and has been chairman of 
Ontario's royal commiss on on for¬ 
estry since the war. 

The area which comes under the 
jurisdiction of the board comprises 
the drainage basins of the great 
Saskatchewan River and its tribu¬

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FARM SAFETY WEEK 

A UGUST 18 to 23 has been selected as the week in , 
which to stress safety in use of farm equipment. 

It is probably a Rood week for it, since most farms 
across the country are likely to have a great amount 
of machinery in the fields, and tilings will be moving 
at top speed. It is a time of the year when accidents 
do happen through carelessness or inexperience or 
the tension of harvest. 

But the Canadian Federation of Farm Equipment 
dealers notes that for the past twenty years great 
attention has been given to providing safety devices 
for the new type of machinery. Despite the efforts 
to make equipment foolproof, there are still far too 
many accidents. It is believed that even one week 
of thought in the handling of these huge and power¬ 
ful machines may establish a habit of care, so thai 
needless accidents will be reduced. 

In- this season when strangers are being hired 
without much knowledge of their ability, it would be 
a good plan to make sure that the workman actually 
is as good as he claims to be. An untrained man not 
only jeopardizes his own safety, but may be a men- 
ace to costly equipment. The ambitious youngster on 
the farm who thinks he knows all about power ma¬ 
chinery should not be allowed too loose a rein un¬ 
less he has judgment as well as ambition/ 

A slogan of the machine trade is "Check your 
equipment, then watch yourself.” Many accidents 
occur because workers repair and adjust the ma- 
^ chinery while it is running, and many ignore safety 
shields because they’ve never had an accident yet. 
There is always a first time and it is better to lose 
15 minutes than lose one’s life, or fall victim to suf¬ 
fering and maiming. 

If safety rules were scrupulously observed on ev¬ 
ery farm for one week, there is no question that ac- 
• cidents would be convincingly reduced. Carelessness 
takes a toll of 1000 accidental deaths on farms each 
year, not to mention the crippling accidents. Fore¬ 
thought and care are urged on all who operate the 
immensely powerful modem machines. 


CHILDR EN'S S TRIKES 

r|URING the school year everyone once in a while 
** there is news of a school children’s strike. They 
strike because a fellow student has suffered some in¬ 
dignity, because they don’t like a teacher, because 
they are in revolt against some regulation. Some 
local incident starts them off, and an unfortunate 
feature is the publicity which'they receive. The 
more vocal they may be, the surer they are of get¬ 
ting into the news, and perhaps that is one devious 
little incentive. Their stand will be announced over 
the air and in the press. They will be interviewed, 
and their views from day to day will be recorded, 
bringing them the limelight position which they 
'"crave. ' *v . 

Such action and the consequent publicity do not' 
• seem to be in enduring interests of the school or the 
youngsters concerned. It is certainly not in the in¬ 
terests of the discipline which is a part of school 
training. The 'cruel and brow-beating teacher is to¬ 
day so rare as to be practically extinct. It is diffi¬ 
cult to conceive of any teacher acting in such an 
unfair and unbalanced way as to justify a strike. IT 
there is dissension, there is other authority which 
can be invoked without the silliness of children “go¬ 
ing on strike.” And even though parents may feel 
that the students have cause for protest, it is surely 
v. iser in the long run to uphold those who are re¬ 
sponsible Tor school discipline until every angle has 
been thoroughly explored. 

One result of “siding with” the children in most 
infractions of school discipline is that it becomes 
more difficult to exercise proper control in the home 
as well as in the school. Since everyone is subject 
to human frailties things do occur in the class-room 
as elsewhere that are perhaps deserving of criticism, 
and should be checked. But that can be done without 
encouraging the children to wield the whip over 
those who are their superiors in age and presumably 
in wisdom. Authority and discipline are vested in 
parents and teachers, and can only be maintained by 
mutual understanding and co-operation. 

Good teachers are at a premium these days, and 
if they are devoted to their calling and working in 
the interests of the school, they should not be ex¬ 
posed to the indignity of a strike on some trivial 
question. It is the responsibility of the parents to 
see that no such belittling incident occurs. There are 
numerous other ways and infinitely better ways, of 
correcting grievances. 

Strikes can become a habit, and, if successful, a 
most destructive habit. A school can quickly get an 
unfavorable name in the teaching fraternity, and 
when that happens scores of students may find them¬ 
selves losing the advantage of good instruction, a 
loss which is not confined to those responsible for 
the revolt but is visited also on younger classes com¬ 
ing up. It would all be very silly If it were not so

Elk Problem ‘’Inside U.

The Pincher Creek and Twin 
Butte areas, in their proximity to 
V.'atertpn National park, have an 
elk problem which is growing 
steadily more rerious. It was the 
main question for discussion at a 
meeting of the Foothills Stock As¬ 
sociate held at Twin Butte. 

A report of this meeting in the 
Lethbridge Herald says: 

The question is 10 years old, and 
is at the present moment still un¬ 
answered to the satisfaction of the 
ranchers,, who 1 ave been acting hs 
unwilling hosti to hundreds of 
head of elk ranging along the foot 
of the mountains in" Waterton 
I akes National Park- In summer 
these elk are not so much in evi- 
dence, as they r.re in winter and 
spring when they actually threaten 
the very existence of the cattle¬ 
men. In years past they concentrat¬ 
ed on hay stacks, destroying feed 
reserves, but the last few years 
they have increased to the place 
where they in actually destroying 
the range and forage crops on the 
field. 

The elk question involves the 
provincial government, the federal 
government, »he sportsman and 
the rancher. To date it has been 
passed back and forth like a hot 
potato between the authorities of 
the game branch at Edmonton and 
the Parks administration at Otta¬ 
wa with neither one offering any 
practical solution to the problem so 
far. Many of the sportsmen'feel 
tiiat something should be done to 
take care of surplus game in a 
practical manner. They feel that 1 
the provinc'al government should 
shoulder some of the expenses by 
allotting more of the revenue re¬ 
ceived from fht sale of licenses, 
etc., to provide for a practical con¬ 
servation program. 

At the meeting, the ranchers 
were of the unanimous opinion that 
the hunters, who have come in 
droves, do almost as much damage 
as the elk. Not all sportsmen are 
undesirable guests, but too large a 
proportion have little consideration 
for the rights cf the property own¬ 
er. Fences have been cut allow¬ 
ing valauble slock to stray caus¬ 
ing the ranchers unnecessary ex¬ 
pensesi in time and repairs. Tent 
, pins have been driven and left in 
lay meadows tc damage machinery 
and delaying laying operations. 
Tin cans and bottles have been 
scattered far a,id wide to the great 
danger of stock. One rancher re¬ 
ported finding- a cow with a foot 
tightly jammed in a tin can, ana 
another told of havjng a horse ser¬ 
iously cut on broken glass. Many 
careless hunters have fired their 
rifles to the danger of man and 
stock. By and large the ranchers 
ere highly impressed with the 
leek of common sense and the dis¬ 
courtesy displayed by many of the 
big game hunters. 

In reviewing the problem, the 
members weie agreed that the 
brighest spot in the whole picture 
was the moving of surplus deer 
cut of the district by truck last 
winter. This is the only really con¬ 
structive measure taken to date. 
The sportsmen of the Olds-Dids- 
bury districts co-operated with the 
ranchers and local authorities to 
trap and remov j 167 deer from the 
ranch owned by Mr. Walter Jen¬ 
kins. These deer were released in 
tie Olds-DidaVury districts and at 
last report we-e doing very well. 
This operation was carried out as 
an experlmen - , and proved to be 
very practical from the viewpoints 
of both the rancher and the sports¬ 
man. The co3t of the whole opera¬ 
tion which was paid by the sports¬ 
men, was $l>ld per head. No doubt 
a similar handling of the elk would 
be a great d?sl more expensive, 
tut nevertheless, many of us feel 
that it should be tred. and may 
prove to be at least a partial an¬ 
swer to our problem.

FARMERS 


Throughout the war years and 
since, the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture has performed an in¬ 
valuable service in securing great¬ 
er rewards for farmers, tl has been 
shown that for* hours of labor aiul 
for unit of production, farm people 
were receiving less remuneration 
than othey classes of society. That 
inequity has been corrected to some- 
extent; and during the same per¬ 
iod farm labor, aiwdys underpaid, 
automatically rose to a more fa«- 
orable position and is now in the 
driver’s seat. 

■ Apparently it has been govern- 
•ment policy and the will of the 
people to allow farming to occupy 
qne of the lower brackets in repect 
to income and standard of living, 
a position which farm people were 
only too willing to accept.- Still 
another demonstration of this 
treatment is the classification and 
salary list imposed upon profes¬ 
sional farm workers. • 

The~ Agricultural ‘Institute of 
Canada has made an issue of it 
and a special committee brought In 
a detailed report at the National 
Convention held in Lethbridge in 
June. That report say s that 
“graduates in agriculture are of¬ 
fered salaries which are lower than 
any other professional classifica¬ 
tion. As compared with mechani¬ 
cal engineers this is 32 per cent 
lower and is 13 per cent lower than 
the next lowest class.” 

Agriculture has been looked up¬ 
on and treated as a poor relation 
and it will remain a poor relation, 
in the social anod economic life 01 
Canada, just-as long as those en¬ 
gaged in practical nd professional 
agriculture are satisfied with that 
position.—Farmers Advocate.

provisions, furniture, etc., before' 
they dare ford. And often goods 
have been lqst or injured in the 
fording. 

It has been suggested that the 
Calgary and Edmonton railway 
that is building from Edmonton 
to Macleod might build traffic 
bridges. It is asserted that this 
would be a great saving in con¬ 
struction if the government and 
railways Would co-operate. Towns 
will be springing up in the vicinity 
of the railways. 

The objection to this is that 
railways will not be inclined to 
build competitive road facilities. 

Meantime, before Alberta be¬ 
comes ’a province, the Dominion 
and Territorial governments must 
be appealed to for the necessary 
money. Bridges over Sheep Creek 
and High River on the Macleod 
trail are particularly called. for, 
and no means should be left un¬ 
tried to secure construction. The 
bridges are greatly needed ana 
construction should be hurried by 
all possible means.

Alta. Must Think 
Of Drought 


(Lethbridge Herald) 

There was every reason to hope 
that so far as Southern Alberta is 
concerned “This Is the Year.” We 
had five inches of precipitation last 
October before the ground froze up 
and practically all of it went into 
the soil. Then we had a lot of snow 
and a slow thaw in spring, and 
water stood in lakes in practicaTfy 
every summerfallowed field. We 
had a dry May which we needed to 
get the crop in, but June came 
along with five inches of rain and 
it looked as if the prediction would 
be borne out. 

Then came July, the most contin¬ 
uously hot and dry July in the his¬ 
tory of weather records in Soutn 
Alberta. Up to the writing u£ this 
we had less than one-fifth of an 
inch of rain in a couple of small 
showers at Lethbridge. In most 
other parts of the South there was 
little rain though a few points got 
good showers and some had hail.* 
But there was no general two or 
three day rain bringing an inch of 
precipitation or more, the kind that 
makes the crop once the foundation 
has been laid in May and June. Ju¬ 
ly usually brings 1.75 inches of 
precipitation, and had we had that 
with its tempering effect on the 
heat we would have had one 
of the best crops in history. 

So we say that in this country 
we must farm AGAINST drought. 
We cannot afford for a minute to 
let up on vigilance to do every¬ 
thing to raise as good a crop as 
possible in a dry year. We must do 
good summerfallowing at the right 
time and leave the trash cover. 
And We should put by in reserve 
enough seed and feed to carry
